Suppose a person is arrested on a certain charge, arraigned be­ 
fore Mayor H arry M. Vincent and fined $20 and costs. Where does 
the money go? 
Erroneous impressions are held by many people concerning the 
income derived by the city through arrests and the ensuing fines. 
Such impressions in many cases 
arise out of the discrepancy which 
exists between the day to day 
monetary penalities assessed and 
the total amount revealed in the 
mayor’s monthly report to City 
Council.

For example, although Mayor 
Vincent during the month of De­ 
cember levied fines totaling al­ 
most $3,500 against truck d riv­ 
ers charged with overload, the 
city treasury became richer by

China's Tsiang 
Raps Yalta Pact 


Scores Russia For 
Violating Agreement 


P A R IS 
(A P ) 
— Nationalist 
China’s chief United Nations del­ 
egate, T. F. Tsiang, declared to­ 
day the Yalta agreement was a 
“ disastrous mistake” and the late 
President Roosevelt’s part in it 
is “ hard to explain or justify.” 
The agreement brought Russia 
into the war against Japan in 
exchange for giving

Russia 
islands, 
ports and a dominant 
position in East Asia which she 
lost in the 1904 war with Japan.

Tax Returns

Choosing The Right Form For Filing 


(Second of a Series) 
V O U should have no trouble 
* choosing the form for your 
1991 income tax return. 
There 
art three forms to pick from. 
Form 1040*A. Strictly for un­ 
der *$ 5,000 income people who had 
all or most of the tax withheld 
from them. No figuring. Answer 
questions. Mail to tha collector. 
He figures the tax for you. 
Form 1040 (short form). For 
under45f000 people who don’t fit 
the rules for using form 1040*A* 
No figuring. Find your tax in 
the table on the back. That’s why 
it’s called the short-form. 
Form 1040 (long*form). It's 
the same form 1040 but is called 
the long-form when, instead of 
using the tax table, you figure 
your own tax . A person with $ 6,- 
000 or more 
income 
has 
no 
choice. He must use this long- 
form figuring his tax . 
This 1040-long form can also 
be used by any of the under $ 5,- 
000 people whose deductible ex ­ 
penses, such as charitable, con* 
tributions or medical bills, were 
unusually large. Here’s an ex ­ 
planation. 
• • 
MOST 
PEOPLE’S deductible 
ex penses don’t amount to 10 per 
cent of income, still, anyone us­ 
ing form 1040-A automatically 
gets a deduction of 10 per cent 
before the rest of his income is 
tax able.. 
When you mail form 1040-A to 
the collector he figures your t» X 
according to a table in which al* 
lowance already has been made 
for that 10 per cent or so of de­ 
ductible ex penses. So, in using 
form 1040-A, you don’t have to 
itemize a single ex pense. 
But don’t Use form 1040-A if 
you’re one of those under-$ 9,000 
people whose deductible ex penses 
were actually more than 10 per 
cent. Instead, use the 1040 long 
form. There you’ll have to fig­ 
ure your own tax and itemize 
every ex pense you wish to de­ 
duct. But, in this way, you can 
claim the full amount of your de­ 
ductions. 
The under-$ 5,000 people who 
Can’t use form 1040-A but use the 
1040 short-form 
also 
automa­ 
tically get a deduction of about 
10 per cent for ex penses. It's al­ 
lowed for in the table they use 
on the back of forth 1040. 
If their ex penses run to more 
than 10 per cent of income, they, 
too, should use the 1040 long-form 
and claim their deductions in full 
•van though it means the ex tra 
trouble of figuring their own tax 
gnd itemizing deductions. 


ANYONE WITH $ 5,000 or more 


income, using the 1040 long-form, 
takes a deduction of 10 per cent 
up to a limit of $ 1,000 without 
itemizing. He subtracts that de­ 
duction before applying the tax 
to what’s left of his income. 
(Note to married people: Mar­ 
ried couplet filing jointly on the 
1040 long form take that 10 per 
cent, up to a limit of $ 1,000, with­ 
out itemising. But if they tiie 
separately, each is limited to a 
deduction of no more than $ 500.) 
Ex amples: Jones* income was 
$ 1,800. He deducts $ ?80 from his 
income before applying the tax 
to the remainder. Smith’s income 
was $ 10,000. He knocks off $ 1,000. 
Brown’s income was $ 11,000. He 
can’t claim any more than the 
$ 1,000 limit without itemizing. 
In short, anyone with $ 9,000 or 
more income but less than $ 10,000 
must itemize his deductions if he 
wants to claim more than 10 per 
cent of his income. Anyone with 
$ 10,000 or more who wants to 
claim more 
than 
$ 1,000 must 
itemise. 
HERE AM the rules: 
1040-A. You can use it if your 
income Was under $ 9,000 and all 
of it—ex cept for no more than 
$ 100 in untax ed wages, dividends 
or interest — had tax withheld 
from it. Ex amples: 
Jones’ income was $ 4,600. Tax 
was withheld from all but $ 100 in 
untax ed wages, dividends or in­ 
terest. He csn use form 1040-A. 
But if that ex tra income from 
untax ed wages or interest or div­ 
idends amounted to as much as 
$ 100.01 he couldn't use it. And if 
he had any other kind of income 
no matter 
how 
small—say a 
commission or rent or money 
from farming—he couldn’t use 
form 1040-A. 
But any under-$ 5,000 person 
who can’t use form 1040-A can 
use the 1040 short-form. Or, if his 
deductions tre more than 10 per 
cent of his income, he can use the 
1040 long-form where, although 
he’ll have to itemize his deduc­ 
tions, he can claim them fully. 
Husbands and wives may use 
form 1040-A or the 1040 short- 
form to file a joint return and, by 
splitting 
their 
income, 
save 
money if—their combined in­ 
come is under $ 5,000 and it fits 
the rules for using form 1040-A 
or the 1040 short-form. Husband- 
wife problems will be treated 
more fully in a latar story. 
Remember this: 
No 
matter 
what form you use, attach to it 
all the receipts*—called form W*2 
—given you by your employer or 
employers for all the tax With­ 
held from you during the year. 
Form W-2 also shows how much 
pay you got from each employer.

15 -Cent Package For Steel Workers 


WASHINGTON 
rpHE administration has devel- 
oped a plan to settle the con­ 
troversy between the CIO unions 
and the steel Industry and thus 
avert a strike, 
The plan, which is talked about 
a good deal behind the scenes 
here and in steel centers, involves 
a 15-cent-an-hour package in­ 
stead of the 50 cents which the 
Unions have been asking in their 
total demands. 
This means that approx imately 
five cents will be attributed to 
the cost-of-living index es, about 
two cents will be added on the 
basis of productivity along the 
lines of the General Motors for* 
mula, and the balance, amount* 
ing to eight cents, will be figured 
for certain benefits, such as shift 
pay differentials and ex tra holi­ 
day compensation. 
The total cost of all this will be 
Considerable and there is no 
practicable way by which ill the 
companies in the industry can 
absorb It without an increase in 
price. 
mf 
THUS THE ESTIMATES art 
that, since the ex isting law—un­ 
der the scMtolled 
Ca pe ha r t 
amendment—permits an increase 
in prices to take care of certain 
increases in- cost, the price of 
steel will go up somewhere be­ 
tween $ 2 and $ 5 a ton depending 
on whether the companies are 
low-cost or high-cost producers. 
It is believed that the increases 
justified under the Capehtrt 
amendment will amount to an 
average of about $ 3 a ton. 
If such incresses are granted, 
it will still ltave a substantial 
portion of the added cost to be 
absorbed by industry. Some esti­ 
mates indicate that the l$ -cent 
package will mean a $ ?-per-ton 
increase in cost for the producers 
and that somewhere between $ 8 
and $ 4 of this $ ? would have to 
be absorbed by the industry if 
the steel companies accepted the 
plan, which, of course, M by no 
means assured.

question has just been indicated 
in a public comment by Chair­ 
man Feinsinger of the Wage 
Stabilization Board, who told a 
news conference in Chicago that 
“whether or not recommenda­ 
tions of the board will prevent 
a strike depends upon whether 
the price question is settled be­ 
fore or after the recommenda­ 
tions are made.”

THIS COULD MEAN that the 
Wage Stabilization Board will 
take into account the amount of 
relief that can be afforded the 
steel companies through the 
Capehart amendment and will 
tailor its recommendations ac­ 
cordingly, The general belief, here 
is that the 15*cent package is de. 
signed to accomplish that very 
purpose. 
For, with the 15-cent package, 
the industry and the consumers 
split about 50-90 on absorbing 
the added cost of the wage in­ 
crease. There is reason to believe 
that CIO President Phil Murray 
has told Mr. Truman that some­ 
thing in the neighborhood of the 
15-cent package would, if pro­ 
posed by the Wage Stabilization 
Board, be recommended by him 
to his policy board for adoption, 
But there is no certainty that the 
steel companies will accept it. If 
they don’t, a strike could result. 
The chief difficulty M not al­ 
together the 18-cents.an-hour for 
this year but imbedding such an 
increase in the wage level at a 
point difficult to maintain if the 
demand for steel falls off in the 


nex t few years. Already there are 
signs that certain types of Steel 
are coming into more plentiful 
supply. 
Also the so-called “break-even 
point,** which is a closely guard­ 
ed secret in the steel industry, is 
believed now to be 87% per cent 
of capacity. It was around 62 or 
63 per cent just a few years ago. 
This mean* that a drop-off in de. 
mand will curtail profits mater­ 
ially and put some steel com­ 
panies in the red. 


IF THERE WERE Some way by 
which the 15-cent package could 
be earmarked as a temporary in* 
crease—-so that when ex cess-pro- 
fits tax es are repealed, and the 
demand for steel has fallen off, 
the temporary increese in wa g e 
rates can be repealed, too—may­ 
be some of the steel companies 
would feel differently about It. 
But the talk et present around 
Washington is centered wholly 
on the 15-cent package as being 
something labor and the adminis­ 
tration have virtually agreed on 
but which means a.hike in steel 
prices and a dimunition of steel 
company profits for 1052, Which 
already are at a lower rate than 
in 1951. This may impair plant 
ex pansion and present difficul­ 
ties in financing new plants« 
The increases granted til# stiel 
unions will set off a series of 
wage increases in coal and in 
other industries. The administra­ 
tion, since this is an election year, 
is ready to stand back of the 15- 
cent wage increase.

THE TWO RIVALS had good nights from the field despite East 
Liverpool’s bad first quarter in which they caged just three field 
goals. Salem shot a marvelous 38.46 per cent with 25 goals of 65 field 
attempts.
